The  Honorable  the  Board  of  Health,  San  Francisco,  California : 
Gentlemen : — 

I  hand  you  herewith  my  second  report  upon  "Drugs,"  which  covers  the  analysis  of  82  samples  of  witch  hazel  and  prepara- 
ions  for  barbers'  and  individual  use  upon  the  skin  and  hair.    Forty-six  of  these  samples  were  collected  and  analyzed  just  prior 
o  April  18,  1906,  on  which  date  all  analytical  notes  and  duplicate  samples  were  destroyed  by  fire.    A  report  of  the  work  was 
vritten  on  April  17  and  would  have  been  submitted  to  the  Health  Commission  April  19,  1906.    All  data  concerning  thes< 
amples  are  taken  from  that  report,  a  copy  of  which  escaped  destruction.    At  the  earliest  opportunity  ((  >ctober,  [906)  3"  san 
if  the  same  nature,  and  covering  as  nearly  as  possible  the  same  field,  were  collected  and  analyzed. 

WITCH  HAZEL.  In  the  first  lot  of  samples  there  were  14  of  witch  hazel.   Of  these,  5  were  found  to  contain  formaldehyde.  None 
vere  found  to  contain- methyl  alcohol.  In  the  second  lot,  collected  October,  1906,  there  were  14  samples  of  witch  hazel,  nor. 
vhich  were  found  to  contain  formaldehyde  and  none  were  found  to  contain  methyl  alcohol. 

The  use  of  of  formaldehyde  in  this  preparation  is  contrary  to  the  standard  of  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  and  has  been  recently 
egislated  against  in  this  city.  The  absence  of  formaldehyde  in  the  samples  recently  found  upon  the  market  is  a  praiseworthy 
mprovement  in  this  preparation. 

BAY  RUM.  In  the  first  lot  of  samples  there  were  6  of  bay  rum,  two  of  which  found  to  contain  methyl  alcohol.  These  two 
.amples  containing  methyl  alcohol  have  not  been  duplicated  for  the  reason  that  the  firms  from  which  they  were  obtained  have  not 
>een  located. 

In  the  second  lot  of  samples  there  were  14  of  bay  rum.  Of  these,  two  were  found  to  contain  methyl  alcohol.  They  are  :  Stoltz' 
inc.  Barbers'  Supply  House,  1835  Fillmore  street,  labeled  "Bay  Rum.  Guaranteed  strictly  pure.  First  quality."  Methyl  alcohol 
S2%  by  vol.  was  found  to  be  present.  Pacific  Barbers'  Supply  and  Cultery  Co.,  508  Van  Ness  avenue.  Labeled  "Superior  W.w 
turn.""  Methyl  alcohol  36%  by  vol.  was  found  to  be  present.

In  the  second  lot  of  samples,  obtained  in  October,  1906,  a  duplicate  of  the  above  was  found  to  contain  mcrcuTU  chloride 
methyl  alcohol  36%  by  vol.  and  no  ethyl  alcohol. 
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Lead  compounds  in  general  are  being-  restricted  in  their  use  by  legislation,  on  account  of  their  dangerous  poisonous! 
properties.    Their  use  even  for  external  purposes  is  not  unaccompanied  by  danger. 

In  the  first  lot  of  samples,  two  preparations  intended  as  hair  tonics  were  found  to  contain  lead  compounds.  It  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  of  late  the  manufacturers  have  discontinued  the  use  of  lead  in  these  preparations,  for  in  the  duplicate  samples  ob- 
tained in  October,  1906.  no  lead  compounds  were  found. 

Methyl  alcohol  (wood  alcohol,  wood  spirits)  is  a  poison,  blindness  being  one  of  the  effects  of  its  use.    It  is  prohibiter 
in  preparations  intended  for  internal  or  external  use  by  city  ordinance  No.  76  (New  Series). 

"Section  4.  Methyl  alcohol  prohibited.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  deliver  or  cause  to  be  delivered  an} 
drug  or  medicine  labeled  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  is  for  the  internal  or  external  use  of  man  which  contain 
methyl  alcohol. 

"Section  7.  Penalties  for  violation.    Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  deemec 
guilty  r>f  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  two  him 
dred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  for  not  less  than  ten  days  or  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
days,  or  both  said  fine  and  imprisonment." 

This  ordinance  which  has  been  drafted  at  your  suggestion  and  passed  (October,  1906),  at  your  request,  embodies  the  mos 
recent  thought  upon  the  subject,  and  its  rigid  enforcement  will  do  much  good.

I  have  purchased  in  the  open  market  a  number  of  other  preparations  sold  for  toilet  purposes.  These  have  been  examined 
more  particularly  for  the  toxic  substances  ordinarily  found  in  such  preparations,  viz. :  lead,  mercury,  bismuth,  methyl  alcohol; 
and  formaldehyde.  None  of  these  mentioned  poisons  have  been  found  in  any  preparations  other  than  those  mentioned  above. 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  your  laboratory  upon  which  depends  the  detection  of  violations  of  the 
food  and  drug  laws,  and  without  which  the  milk,  water  and  other  foods  and  drugs  supplied  to  the  people  of  the  City  of  S?nJ 
Francisco  can  hoi  be  maintained  in  their  proper  state  of  purity,  is  at  this  time  and  has  been  since  April  18,  1906,  without  any] 
facilities  for  carrying  on  its  work.  There  is  no  money  provided  for  the  purchase  of  apparatus,  chemicals  or  samples  for  analysis. 
The  force  of  assistanl  chemists,  seeing  110  future  in  the  work,  are  seeking  employment  elsewhere,  and  the  service  is  on  the 
point  of  being  entirely  discontinued.  We  are  entirely  dependent  upon  the  courtesy  of  the  University  of  California  for  our 
laboratory  facilities,  and  all  of  the  chemical  work  done  since  April  18,  1906,  has  been  accomplished  through  the  kindness  of 
the  faculty  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  who  allowed  us  the  privilege  of  working  in  their  laboratories  and  furnished  us  with 
the  necessary  apparatus  and  chemicals.  We  have  too  long  imposed  upon  their  generosity  and  crowded  their  student  labora- 
tories. > 

Assistant  Chemist  C.  W.  Beaver  has  also  been  engaged  upon  the  analytical  work.

NON-ALCOHOLIC  BEVERAGES. 

The  analysis  of  forty-nine  samples  of  non-alcoholic  beverages1  collected  throughout  the  city  has  shown  the  presence 
of  four  objectionable  constituents;  namely,  synthetic  colors,  preservatives,  saccharin,  and  polluted  water. 

1.  SYNTHETIC  COLORS.    Concerning  the  first  of  these,  synthetic  colors,  or  coal-tar  dyes,  there  i.-  no  doubt  that 
some  artificial  colors  on  the  market  are  poisons,  that  some  are  merely  injurious  and  interfere  to  a  greater  or  lesser  exten 
with  the  process  of  digestion  and  nutrition,  and  others,  so  far  as  our  knowledge  leads,  have  never  been  proven  t"  be 

I  harmful.  However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  artificial  colors  possess  no  food  value  and  are  used  merely  to  deceive 
the  purchaser,  I  can  see  no  reason  for  sanctioning  their  use.  Moreover,  to  distinguish  between  the  large  numbers 
synthetic  colors,  is  in  many  cases  beyond  the  power  of  the  chemist.  If  the  analyst  is  required  to  determine  whether  a 
certain  color  be  injurioits  to  health  or  whether  it  be  harmless,  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  whole  field  of  artificial  colors  i- 
practically  left  open  to  the  manufacturer.  The  only  way  to  safely  guard  the  public  is  to  exclude  synthetic  colors  entirely. 
Upon  this  subject  A.  L.  AVinton2  says: 

"The  laws  of  some  countries  permit  the  addition  of  certain  specified  colors  in  food  products,  but  forbid  the  use  i 
others.    Such  a  law,  however,  to  accomplish  the  desired  result,  should  exclude  not  only  injurious  colors,  but  all  that  would 
be  liable  to  perplex  the  chemist  and  thus  defeat  justice.    But  measures  of  this  kind  do  not  fully  protect  the  public 
imposition,  as  they  leave  many  loopholes  for  scientific  and  legal  controversies.    If  anything  is  to  be  accomplished  b)  leu  il- 
lation, the  writer  is  inclined  to  advocate  the  prohibition  of  all  dyes  of  coal  tar  origin.    In  the  meantime,  the  extent 
which  these  colors  are  used  should  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  all  consumers. 

"Coal-tar  dyes  in  food  products  now  attract  the  consumer  by  their  brilliant  colors,  but  when  it  becomes  generally 
known  that  these  dyes  disguise  inferiority  or,  at  least,  add  nothing  to  the  value  of  the  product  and  are  possibly  injurious 
to  health,  like  the  red  flag  of  danger  they  will  serve  as  a  warning  to  the  public." 

The  tendency  to  legislate  against  synthetic  colors  is  growing.    Three  States,  North  Dakota.  South  Dakota  and  Mi 
nesota,  have  already  forbidden  their  use,  and  legislation  is  pending  in  other  States.    The  rules^  and  regulations  formula 
for  the  enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drug  Act  of  June  30,  1906,  provide  that : 

"Only  harmless  colors  may  be  used  in  food  products." 

"Respecting  the  whdlesomeness  of  colors,  preservatives  and  other  substances  which  are  added  to  foods,  tin-  Secretan 
Agriculture  shall  determine  from  chemical  or  other  examination  under  the  authority  of  the  Agricultural  Vppropriati 
Act,  Public  382,  approved  June  30,  1906,  the  names  of  those  substances  which  are  permitted  or  inhibited  in  food  pro* 

"*    *    *    The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  shall  determine  from  time  to  time  in  accordance  with  the  authorit)  1 
by  the  Agricultural  Appropriation  Act,  the  principles  which  shall  guide  the  use  of  colors,  preservatives  and  other  - 
added  to  foods."

3.  Saccharin.  Concerning  the  third  of  the  objectionable  constituents  of  these  non-alcoholic  beverages,  namely,  sac-' 
charin,  it  is  well  known  that  this  compound  is  an  adulterant  in  so  much  as  it  is  used  in  place  of  cane  sugar.  It  is  estimated 
as  being  about  two  or  three  hundred  times  as  sweet  as  cane  sugar:  but  I  am  informed  that  it  is  the  practice  of  a  number, 
of  manufacturers  to  use  the  synthetic  compound  in  about  the  proportion  of  1  to  128;  that  is,  if  128  pounds  of  cane  sugar 
would  be  required  to  produce  a  certain  degree  of  sweetness,  the  cane  sugar  is  omitted  and  1  pound  of  saccharin  is  used  in 
its  place. 

Outside  of  the  fact  that  saccharin  is  an  adulterant,  it  should  be  excluded  because  it  is  a  preservative  and  has  been 
shown  in  some  cases  to  interfere  with  the  process  of  digestion.  It  has  also  been  reported  to  be  a  heart  depressant,  although 
in  all  probability  this  property  is  not  fully  established. 

Concerning  the  use  of  saccharin,  the  following  letter  received  from  Dr.  Harvey  W.  Wiley,  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  explains  itself : 

June  27,  1906. 

"I  have  never  made  any  physiological  experiments  with  saccharin,  although  I  have  it  down  in  the  list  of  articles  on 
which  I  expect  to  work  in  the  future.  My  opinion  of  saccharin  is  that  it  is  wholly  bad  physiologically,-  and  that  it  is  used 
wholly  for  deception.  I  think  it  should  be  condemned  in  food  products  and  rigidly  excluded  therefrom.  Its  only  use 
is  in  medicine,  and  then  only  when  prescribed  by  a  competent  physician."

4.  CONTAMINATED  WATER.  The  fourth  objectionable  ingredient  of  these  non-alcoholic  beverages  is  polluted 
water.  The  beverages  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  composed  of  over  90  per  cent  water.  The  bacteriological  examination 
has  indicated  that  not  only  the  bottlers  in  San  Francisco,  but  also  those  in  other  places  bordering  upon  San  Francisco  Bay, 
have  manufactured  and  sold  to  the  public  beverages  actually  carrying  contamination  and  open  to  the  danger  of  dissemi- 
nating disease  from  polluted  water.

In  the  manufacture  of  these  non-alcoholic  beverages,  cane  sugar,  fruit  flavors,  pure  water,  carbon  dioxide,  and.  in  - 
special  cases,  ginger  and  some  other  substances  are  about  the  only  ingredients  to  be  used  by  reputable  dealers.  As  sul  sti- 
tutes  for  these,  glucose  and  saccharin  are  used  in  place  of  cane  sugar,  synthetic  artificial  flavoring  substances  and  coal-tar 
dyes  are  used  in  place  of  fruit  flavors  and  colors.  Artificial  flavoring  substances  are  now  produced  to  imitate  almost  all  of 
the  fruit  flavors — pineapple,  melon,  strawberry,  raspberry,  currant,  grape,  apple,  pear,  cherry,  plum,  apricot,  peach,  orange 
and  banana.  Some  of  these  have  been  known  to  produce  indigestion  and  diarrhoea.  Their  artificial  nature  is  very  often 
evident  to  the  senses  of  taste  and  smell.  Manufacturers  of  these  essences  distribute  by  the  wholesale,  booklets  containing 
recipes  for  the  production  of  a  multitude  of  adulterated  beverages.  With  the  exception  of  artificial  oil  of  wintergreen  and 
vanillin,  which  are  now  prepared  by  purely  chemical  means  and  are  exactly  the  same  as  the  natural  flavoring  subs 
although  perhaps  not  quite  so  delicate  in  flavor  as  the  genuine  nothing  can  be  said  in  extenuation  of  the  use  <>;'  these 
artificial  flavoring  substances.

The  Chemical  Composition  of  San  Francisco  Spring  and  Well  Waters. 

During  the  months  of  April,  May,  June  and  July  1906,  twenty-six  samples  of  spring  and  well  waters  were  collected  in  the  cit; 
San  Francisco  and  analyzed.    Owing  to  the  damage  done  by  the  earthquake  of  April  t8th,  to  the  distributing  system  supplying  water  i<> 
the  city,  many  of  the  inhabitants  were  forced  to  resort  for  their  water  supply,  to  the  use  of  springs  and  wells  some  of  which  had 
been  long  unused  or  employed  only  to  a  limited  extent  for  household  purposes.  This  work  was  undertaken  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining if  these  waters  were  potable.

In  order  to  assist  in  the  correct  interpretation  of  these  results  it  may  be  well  to  recall  to  mind  a  few  facts  concerning  the  to- 
cography of  the  city.    San  Francisco1  occupies  the  entire  northern  portion  of  the  peninsula  lying  between  San  Francisco  B       n  the 
east  and  the  Pacific  Ocean  on  the  west,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by  ( rolden  ( rate  and  San  Francisco  Baj  and  on  t  lie  south 
and  west  line  about  seven  miles  from  Golden  Gate.    This  land  area,  almost  square  in  shape,  comprising  about  17  square  miles, 
iMo  two  main  watersheds  by  a  north-south  spur  of  the  coast  range,  the  highest  point  of  which  is  about  920  feet.      The  built-up  portion 
of  the  city  lies  mostly  to  the  east  of  the  main  ridge  and  varies  in  elevation  from  the  water's  e>lu«-  in  the  business  di  0  almost 

400  feet  upon  several  hills  in  the  residence  district.    Lafayette  Park  .560  feet,  (  lay  Street  llill  330  feet,  telegraph  Hill  310  f<  i  I   an  ■ 
con  Hill  100  feet  in  elevation  are,  or  were,  before  the  tire,  largely  covered  with  residences. 

The  soil  is  characterized  in  several  sections  by  sand  underlaid  by  clay.    In  much  of  I  he  unoccupied  area  t  he  land  foi  nu  rolling  and 
shifting  dunes. 

The  prevailing  winds  are  from  the  west  and  are  more  or  less  constant  throughout  the  year.    The  average  vHooilj  is  aboul  1 1 i 
miles  per  hour.

The  rainfall  for  the  season  of  1905-06  was  26.34  inches.  The  mean  average  precipitation  is  23  inches,  and  occurs  principally 
during  the  months  from  November  to  May  inclusive. 

From  these  considerations  it  is  to  be  expected  that  the  chlorin  normals  and  the  mineral  constituents  of  the  spring  and  well  waters 
will  be  very  high.  It  is  seen  in  the  table  that  the  lowest  chlorin  in  the  6  spring  waters  is  36.1  parts  per  million  and  in  only  two  of  the 
19  samples  of  well  waters  the  chlorin  is  below  70  parts  per  million  (38.2  and  21.6).    The  averages  are,  springs  67.6;  wells  162.2. 

These  cases  cannot  be  taken  as  the  true  chlorin  normals  for  in  many  of  the  samples  from  the  wells  there  is  undoubted  evidence  of 
sewage  contamination.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  data  concerning  the  depths  of  the  wells  could  not,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  be  obtained 
and  that  accurate  data,  showing  the  elevation  above  sea  level  of  the  springs  and  wells  is  not  at  hand. 

As  a  result  of  these  analyses  many  of  the  wells  were  condemned  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  ordered  filled  or  sealed  to  prevent  their 

use. 

The  samples  were  all  collected  in  gallon  demijohns  by  inspectors  familiar  with  the  precautions  which  are  necessarily  observed. 
The  analytical  methods  employed  are  those  recommended  by  the  Committee  on  Standard  Methods  of  Water  Analysis.1 

These  analyses  constituted  only  a  small  portion  of  the  urgent  routine  work  of  the  laboratory2  and  for  that  reason  could  not 
be  made  more  complete.

The  Chemical  Composition  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Supply.  IP 

The  San  Francisco  water  supply  is  delivered  from  a  series  of  lakes  south  of  San  Francisco  on  the  peninsular  and  from  an 
infiltration  system  situated  in  the  Sunol  Valley,  in  Alameda  County,  east  of  San  Francisco  Bay.  through  a  system  of  mains,  all 
of  which  are  the  property  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company.  Owing  to  numerous  causes,  chief  among  which  are  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  seasonal  rainfall,  which  occurs  almost  entirely  in  the  months  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  the  remaining 
months  of  the  year  being  almost  entirely  without  precipitation,  and  the  variations  in  the  amount  of  growing  vegetation  in  the 
reservoirs,  the  composition  of  the  water  in  these  various  sources  of  supply  is  subject  to  considerable  seasonal  change.  Samples 
of  these  waters  have  been  collected  from  time  to  time  and  analyzed  in  this  laboratory.  No  systematic  examination  of  the  water 
supply  through  every  month  of  the  year  has  been  possible,  owing  to  inadequate  laboratory  facilities  for  handling  the  work.  The 
only  analyses  of  which  the  writer  has  any  knowledge  other  than  those  tabulated  in  this  papet  are  those  published  in  the  Municipal 
Records2  and  a  few  other  analyses  which  have  been  made  by  the  order  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  and  are  not  a  mat- 
ter of  public  record. 

The  sources  of  supply  above  enumerated  are  described  as  follows : 

Pilarcitos  Lake3  is  located  between  San  Francisco  Bay  and  the  ocean  in  the  peninsula  extension  oi  the  Coast  Range 
Mountains,  about  fifteen  miles  south  of  the  city.  The  watershed,  consisting  of  about  5.2  square  miles,4  of  which  per  cent,  is 
water  surface,  is  characterized  by  steep,  rugged  slopes,  covered  by  a  thick  growth  of  live  oak.  chaparral  and  other  vegetation. 

San  Andreas  Lake  is  adjacent  to  and  northeast  of  the  Pilarcitos  shed  and  is  similar  in  character.  The  area  the  water- 
shed is  about  8.5  square  miles,  of  which  about  8  per  cent,  is  water  surface. 

The  Crystal  Springs  Lakes,  two  in  number,  are  located  adjacent  to  and  south  of  San  Andreas  shed.  They  are  on  a  lower 
elevation  and  somewhat  less  rugged,  but  otherwise  similar  in  character.  The  area  of  the  watershed  Is  aboul  22.5  square  miles, 
of  which  about  9  per  cent,  is  water  surface,  < 

The  Merced  Lakes  are  two  in  number  and  are  located  about  seven  miles  southwest  of  the  city  proper,  partly  within  the  citj 
limits  and  partly  within  San  Mateo  County.    The  watershed  consists  of  a  succession  of  sand  dunes  overlj  ing  impen  ions  strata 
Some  portions  of  the  watershed  are  closely  built  up  and  a  considerable  pari  of  the  surface  llow  from  the  area  is  dn  crtcd  fn 
impounding  reservoirs  by  an  extensive  system  of  drainage.  The  watershed  is  about  7.7  square  miles  in  area,  of  which  aboul  i 
per  cent,  is  water  surface. 

All  of  the  peninsula  reservoirs  described  have  been  wholly  formed  or  at  least  increased  in  area  and  depth  bj  th<  construc- 
tion of  dams.  The)'  have  aggregate  capacities  in  excess  of  the  annual  run  off  From  their  combined  tributary  areas  in  ye*Xfl  ol 
maximum  rainfall.

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The  Alameda  Creek  System  is  located  east  of  San  Francisco  Bay  in  Contra  Costa,  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  Counties.  The 
watershed  is  sparsely  wooded  and  the  land  is  generally  devoted  to  grazing,  a  small  amount  only  being  cultivated.  The  area 
of  the  watershed  is  about  six  hundred  square  miles,  with  no  water  surface  other  than  the  small  amount  in  streams,  there  being 
no  impounding  reservoir.    The  collecting  works  consist  mainly  of  a  concrete  filter  gallery  over  a  mile  in  length. 

The  watersheds  of  Lakes  Pilarcitos  and  San  Andreas  are  largely  owned  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  and  are 
patrolled  constantly,  every  precaution  being  taken  to  avoid  contamination  of  the  water.  The  Crystal  Springs  shed  is  protected 
in  much  the  same  manner,  although  not  to  the  same  degree,  for  the  reason  that  the  wagon  roads  are  heavily  traveled  and 
there  are  some  residences  in  close  proximity  to  the  lakes.  While  these  may  constitute  a  menace,  it  is  impossible,  at  this  time, 
to  say  that  the  purity  of  the  water  is  effected  by  them.  In  fact,  it  is  reasonably  safe  to  infer  from  inspection  of  the  Pilarcitos, 
San  Andreas  and  Crystal  Springs  sheds  and  from  the  analyses  of  the  water  that  the  Company's  efforts  to  protect  these  water- 
sheds have  been  successful.  The  only  suspicion  would  rest  upon  the  Crystal  Springs  shed,  and  even  here  the  danger  of  con- 
tamination is  reasonably  remote. 

The  Lake  Merced  shed  is  protected  from  contamination  by  patrols  and  a  system  of  ditches.  However,  for  the  reason  that 
there  are  a  large  number  of  inhabitants  upon  the  shed,  it  is  probable  that  the  protection  is  not  very  efficient.  The  watershed 
of  the  Alameda  Creek  system  is  inhabited  to  a  very  considerable  extent,  and  several  pieces  of  property  which  are  more  or  less 
vital  to  the  purity  of  the  surface  water  supply  are  owned  outside  of  the  Spring  Valley  AVater  Company.  Numerous  precautions 
to  preserve  the  purity  of  the  water  are  taken  by  the  Company,  and  all  of  the  water  taken  from  the  shed  passes  through  the 
gravel  beds  of  the  Sunol  Valley  before  passing  into  the  filtration  gallery. 

C.  E.  Grunsky,1  in  referring  to  this  system  says : 

"The  permanent  value  of  the  natural  filter  remains  to  be  demonstrated.  The  water  reaching  the  galleries  travels  a  greater 
or  less  distance  through  the  gravel.  It  is  freed  from  suspended  impurities.  Some  of  the  water  taken  from  the  creek  is  in  con-i 
tact  with  the  gravel  but  a  short  distance,  sinking  almost  vertically  to  the  intercepting  conduit.  To  what  extent  is  this  filter 
system  efficient?  and,  will  continued  use  clog  the  gravels  or  otherwise  render  the  filter  inefficient  as  a  purifier  of  the  water?  are 
questions  which  can  only  be  answered  on  the  basis  of  long-continued  systematic  observation  under  earnest  co-operation  of 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works.  This  study  should  be  commenced  at  once  in  order  that  later  results  may  be  compared  with 
present  conditions.   It  should  be  conducted  by  the  Board  of  Health.'*

An  additional  sonrce  of  supply,  at  present  not  in  use,  is  Lobos  Creek,  which  lies  in  the  northern  portion  of  the  City  and  has 
a  drainage  area  of  2.5  square  miles  entirely  within  the  limits  of  the  City  and  Count)'  of  San  Francisco.  Colonel  G.  H.  Mendell1 
states  that  this  creek  results  from  the  slow  percolation  of  water  through  the  sand  in  a  manner  similar  to  that  by  which  the  Lake- 
Merced  are  produced.  "*  *  *  while  this  supply  cannot  be  independent  of  the  amount  of  rainfall,  the  circumstances  ui 
which  it  is  afforded  protect  it  in  some  degree  from  evaporation  and  hold  it  back,  delivering  it  at  a  nearly  regular  rate.  The 
sand  hills  may  be  considered  in  the  light  of  a  reservoir."  At  one  time  it  furnished  the  City  with  about  two  million  gallons  of 
water  daily,  although  C.  E.  Grunsky2  says  it  cannot  be  relied  upon  for  over  one  million  gallons  daily. 

At  the  present  time  the  water  from  this  creek  is  not  in  use  for  the  reason  that  it  has  been  condemned  upon  numerous 
occasions  as  a  source  of  the  city  supply.   One-half  of  the  water  belongs  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  the  other 
half  to  the  United  States  Government.    The  Government  has  in  process  of  installation  a  mechanical  filter,  and  it  is  prop  - 
that  this  water  be  used  in  the  Presidio.

By  comparing  these  analyses  with  the  few  recorded  analyses  made  in  past  years  by  other  chemists,  it  i-  impossible  t<>  Hft 
with  certainty  that  any  well-defined  changes  are  annually  taking  place  in  these  waters.  There  i^.  of  course,  the  constant 
tendency  for  increasing  amounts  of  vegetation  in  the  reservoirs  to  seriously  raise  the  per  cent,  "i  albumenoid  ammonia,  which 
is  now,  in  some  of  the  reservoirs,  unusually  high.  The  high  chlorine  and  total  solids  in  the  I  akes  Merced  .ire  rcadih  ntcd 
for  by  their  elevation  and  proximity  to  the  sea,  and  by  the  ocean  breezes  which  constantly  blow  over  them

THE  DISTRIBUTING  RESERVOIRS  OF  THE  SPRING  VALLEY  WATER  COMPANY   IX  THE  CITY  OF  SAN 

FRANCISCO. 

In  the  City  of  San  Francisco  there  are  nine  reservoirs  for  the  distribution  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Spring  Valley  \\  ater 
Company.   In  detail,  these  reservoirs  are  described  as  follows : 

University  Mound  reservoir,  between  University,  Dartmouth,  Baker  and  Felton  streets,  is  constructed  in  excavation  and 
embankment.  The  bottom  and'sides  are  covered  with  asphaltum  and  concrete. 

Francisco-street  reservoir,  between  Hyde,  Francisco,  Larkin  and  Chestnut  streets,  is  built  in  excavation  and  embankment.  1  he 
bottom  and  sides  are  covered  with  concrete  and  brick  paving. 

The  Clay-street  tank,  located  west  of  Jones  street,  between  Clay  and  Washington  streets,  was  damaged  by  the  fire  on  April 
19,  1906. 3    It  is  a  small  iron  tank  covered  with  a  wooden  roof. 

Presidio  Heights  tank,  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Pacific  avenue  and  Lyon  street,  is  an  iron  tank  erected  upor  a  concrete 
foundation. 

Clarendon  Heights  tank,  between  Lincoln,  Belgrave  and  Clarendon  avenues,  is  an  iron  tank  on  rock  foundation. 
College  Hill  reservoir,  east  of  Mission  street,  between  West  avenue  and  Santa  Maria  street,  upon  Menial  Heights,  U  built 
in  excavation  and  embankment.    The  bottom  and  sides  are  puddled  and  paved  with  riprap. 

Lake  Honda  reservoir,  east  of  Seventh  avenue,  between  N  and  P  streets,  is  located  in  natural  basin,  and  i-  improved  b}  lin- 
ing the  slopes  with  concrete  and  the  bottom  with  brick  and  concrete  masonry. 

Lombard-street  reservoir,  between  Lombard,  Hyde  and  Greenwich  streets,  is  excavated  in  rock.    The  bottom  and  side  slope 
are  covered  with  clay  puddle  and  brick  paving. 

Potrero  Heights  reservoir,  southwest  corner  of  Wisconsin  and  Twenty-second  street-,  i>  excavated  in  hard-pan.  It  brick 
lined,  has  a  concrete  bottom  and  is  surrounded  by  a  concrete  wall  four  feet  high.

From  the  fact  that  the  reservoirs  are  supplied  with  a  mixture  of  waters  obtained  from  the  original  sources,  it  follows  tit. it 
the  composition  of  the  waters  in  the  reservoirs  will  be  dependent,  in  a  large  measure,  upon  the  composition  of  the  waters  entei 
ing  into  the  mixture.    In  addition,  there  are  certain  ever-present  influences  which  may  have  a  greater  or  lesser  effect,  Vmonc 
these  are  the  inherent  characteristics  of  the  reservoir,  its  surroundings,  and  the  effect  of  the  iron  pipes  and  wooden  conduits  - 
for  conveying  the  water. 

The  next  paper  will  treat  of  an  extraordinary  condition  which  produced  a  very  serious,  though  temporary,  change  in  the 
chemical  composition  of  the  water  delivered  to  the  consumers  in  the  city — the  earthquake  ol  April  [8th,  1906.

The  Chemical  Composition  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Supply.  IV2 

THE  "SPRING  VALLEY"  WATER  IMMEDIATELY  AFTER  THE  EARTHQUAKE. 

The  conduits  carrying  water  from  the  original  sources  to  the  distributing  reservoirs  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  and  t  he 
mains  carrying  water  from  the  distributing  reservoirs  to  the  points  of  consumption,  were  broken  on  the  morning  of  April  IS.  1906.  by  the 
severe  earthquake  shocks.  As  the  sewers  were  broken  at  numerous  points  at  the  same  time,  there  was,  in  a  number  of  cases,  a  commingling 
of  the  contents  of  the  two  underground  systems  of  pipes. 

The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  Mr.  Hermann  Schussler,  says  3: 

"The  earthquake  shock  ***  practically  destroyed  the  upper  30-inch  conduit  line  from  Pilarcitos  Reservoir,  while  it  broke  the 
lower  44-inch  pipe  line  from  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  for  a  total  distance  of  about  2,850  feet,  and  seriously  ruptured  t he  37-inch  portion 
of  the  middle  level  San  Andreas  pipe  line. 

"The  most  serious  injury  sustained  by  the  works  were  the  ruptures  caused  by  the  earthquake,  in  hundreds  of  places,  in  our  cit  y  main 
pipe  distributing  system,  especially  where  the  streets  crossed  filled  ground  and,  particularly,  where  such  filled  ground  covered  former 
deep  swamp,  which  swamps,  during  the  earthquake,  subsided,  tearing  off  sewers  as  well  as  water  and  gas  pipes. 

"On  July  18th  there  had  been  discovered  and  repaired  300  breaks  in  the  street  pipe  system,  of  which  number  27ti  were  in  and  im- 
mediately adjoining  the  burnt  district,  while  in  the  entire  balance  of  the  city,  viz.:  in  the  unburnt  district,  only  24  breaks  have  been  found 
and  repaired. 

"The  total  number  of  the  house,  hotel,  elevator,  standpipe  and  factory  connections  and  of  the  automatic-sprinkler  pipes,  thus  torn 
off  and  left  open  by  and  during  the  entire  conflagration,  amount  to  over  23,200  separate  pipes  in  the  burnt  district .  The  breaking,  leav- 
ing and  twisting  off  of  the  main  street  pipes  in  over  three  hundred  places  and  the  opening  of  these  many  thousands  of  service  pipes,  lett 
but  little  pressure  in  the  main  pipes  in  the  unburnt  district  and  for  the  Fire  Department  along  the  burning  margin  of  t  he  same." 

Owing  to  the  rupture  of  the  San  Andreas  and  Pilarcitos  conduits  it  became  necessary  to  pump  into  the  city  distributing  reservoirs, 
all  of  the  water  possible  from  Lakes  Merced,  about  7,000,000  gallons  daily.    This  water  passed  into  or  around  Lake  Honda. 

From  a  study  of  the  analyses  of  the  waters  in  the  Lakes  Merced,  published  in  the  February  number,  and  the  analyses  of  the  waters  in 
the  distributing  reservoirs,  published  in  the  March  number  of  this  Bulletin,  it  cannot  be  said  that  the  waters  in  t  he  dist  ributing  reservoirs 
were  materially  different  in  composition  from  what  one  would  be  led  to  expect  under  the  circumstances,  the  waters  of  the  Lake-  Merced 
being  so  much  higher  in  albumenoid  ammonia  and  in  chlorin,  that  their  use  in  large  quantities  would  naturally  produce  a  marked  differ- 
ence in  the  composition  of  the  waters  in  the  distributing,  reservoirs.  The  analyses  of  the  waters  of  Lake  Honda  and  the  Lombard  Street 
reservoir  show  the  presence  of  the  questionable  supply,  and  these  two,  of  all  the  reservoirs,  fall  most  under  suspicion.  The  possibility 
of  sub-surface  drainage  into  these  reservoirs  must  be  considered  a  further  menace  to  the  purity  of  the  waters.  It  has  often  been  stated, 
with  some  reason,  that  Lake  Honda  is  normally  in  danger  of  this  pollution. 

As  this  reservoir  was  injured  by  the  earthquake  it  is  quite  possible  that  drainage  entered.  Concerning  this  point,  Mr.  Hermann 
Schussler  says  3: 

"Lake  Honda  Reservoir,  in  San  Francisco  County,  which  was  constructed  by  Engineer  Con  Schmidt  and.  later,  ad. led  to  by  an 
architect  named  Jordan,  was  turned  over  to  me  in  1866.    It  was  injured  by  the  earthquake  cracking  the  heavj  n  wall,  H\e  shock 

coming  from  the  west  and  shaking  up  a  sandy  mountain,  about  100  feet  high,  causing  tin-  slope  to  slide  down  towards  the  wall.    B)  I  In- 
free  use  of  pure  cement  grout,  the  large  cracks  and  fissures  in  the  west  wall  were  successfully  tilled  and  closed,  and  the  ri 
since  been  full,  appears  to  be  practically  tight." 

An  examination  of  the  water  in  the  distributing  reservoirs  was  not  undertaken  for  some  time  after  the  seismic  disturbance 
However,  the  analysis  of  the  tap  waters  obtained  from  the  various  parts  of  the  City  was  begun  seven  days  after  '.

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Knowing  that  much  of  the  water  supplied  to  the  consumers  must  be  contaminated  by  sewage,  the  first  effort  was  to  determine 
the  districts  of  greatest  contamination.    The  analyses  in  the  order  in  which  the  samples  were  taken  from  April  25th  to  May  25th  are

It  is  readily  seen  from  a  study  of  these  analyses  that  with  very  few  exceptions,  the  first  samples  are  contaminated  by  sewage  and 
tti.it  the  water  almost  immediately  began  to  improve  until  it  had  about  reached 'the  normal  within  one  month  after  the  earthquake. 
The  examinai  ion  was  continued  by  the  collection  of  samples,  almost  daily,  until  August  1st,  although  after  May  25th,  very  few  abnormal 
samples  were  obtained. 

An  epidemic  of  typhoid  fever  followed  the  earthquake,  reaching  its  height  in  the  month  of  October,  1906.  The  record  is  as  fol- 
lows:

Although  the  recordf  are  compiled  with  much  care,  there  is  no  doubt  that  a  small  per  cent,  of  the  cases  are  never  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health. 
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Attempts  have  been  made  to  account  for  this  epidemic  in  a  variety  of  ways.  It  has  been  claimed  that  the  use  of  uncooked  vege- 
tables of  oysters  and  other  sea  food  gathered  from  the  Bay,  of  milk  and  other  uncooked  foods,  and  the  use  of  water  without  sterilization, 
have  been  more  or  less  responsible.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  flies  have  been  largely  instrumental  in  the  spread  of  this  fever.  While 
it  is  not  my  intention  to  express  a  definite  opinion  as  to  the  cause  for  the  spread  of  typhoid  during  this  period,  the  water  supply  is  of 
course  one  of  the  first  sources  to  be  suspected. 

In  addition  to  the  use  of  contaminated  waters  in  the  City  mains,  many  people  in  the  City,  during  the  shortage  in  the  water  supply, 
resorted  to  the  use  of  waters  from  wells  which  had  remained  long  unused  and  were  at  this  time  opened  and  used  for  household  purposes. 
Many  of  these  wells  on  analysis  1  were  found  to  be  undoubtedly  contaminated  by  sewage. 

Two  artificial  lakes  in  Golden  Gate  Park  were  used  to  some  extent  by  the  large  number  of  campers  and  refugees  in  their  vicinity. 
Consumers  were  ordered  to  boil  the  water  for  household  use.    The  analyses  are  as  follows:

Although  repeated  warnings  concerning  the  water  supply  were  circulated  immediately  after  the  earthquake,  and  instructions  to 
boil  water  and  milk  were  disseminated  in  three  different  languages,  throughout  the  city,  a  large  majority  of  the  population  allowed  these 
warnings  to  pass  unheeded,  and  the  water  supply  immediately  after  April  18th  probably  assisted  in  the  spread  of  typhoid  fever. 

Note.  All  samples  were  collected  in  gallon  or  half-gallon  demijohns  by  inspectors  familiar  with  the  precautions  which  are 
necessarily  observed.  Before  the  final  filling  of  the  demijohn  with  the  sample  of  water  which  was  brought  to  the  laboratory,  the  tap, 
faucet,  or  hydrant  was  turned  on,  and  the  water  allowed  to  run  freely  for  about  fifteen  minutes. 

The  methods  employed  in  the  analysis  of  the  samples  reported  in  this  and  the  preceding  three  papers,  are  th  ounended  by 

the  committee  on  Standard  Methods  of  Water  Analysis3.  Chlorins  determined  by  titration,  using  potassium  chromate  as  indicator. 
The  hardness  is  determined  by  the  method  of  Hehner.  The  nitrates  are  estimated  by  the  phenolsulphonie  acid  method.  Where  the 
chlorids  are  present  in  such  quantities  as  are  usually  found  in  waters  of  this  locality,  the  method  has  been  proven  to  be  very  unsatisfact- 
ory and  experiments  are  now  being  carried  on  with  the  reduction  method. 

The  water  inspection  has  been  seriously  restricted  for  lack  of  a  laboratory  especially  designed  ami  equipped  for  the  work.  The 
analyses  were  made  in  the  general  laboratory,  necessitating  a  suspension  of  all  other  work,  not  only  during  the  time  consumed  in  t he 
actual  determination  but  also  for  some  time  prior,  in  order  to  clear  the  atmosphere  of  the  laboratory.  However,  the  endeavor  W0£  to 
procure  samples  during  the  various  seasons  of  the  year,  sufficient  in  number  to  give  some  idea  of  the  seasonal  variations  in  the  water 
supply.  Proper  facilities  should  be  provided  so  that  the  chemical  examination  of  samples  can  be  carried  on  more  extensively  and 
tinuously.

MILK  ANALYSES.  APRIL  AND  MAY,  1907. 

In  April,  108  samples,  and  in  May  171  samples  of  milk  were  collected  from  the  various  sources  of  supply  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  analyzed.  Of  these,  16  samples,  or  14.8  per  cent,  in  April,  and  45  samples,  or  26.3  per 
cent,  in  May,  were  found  to  be  illegal. 

Of  the  61  illegal  samples,  33  were  found  to  contain  added  water,  22  were  found  to  be  below  the  legal  standard  lor 
butter  fats,  19  below  the  legal  standard  for  total  solids  or  solids  not  fats,  and  1  artificially  colored. 

A  City  ordinance  provides  that  the  standard  for  butter  fats  in  milk  shall  be  3.4  per  cent,  except  during  the  months 
of  February  and  March,  when  the  standard  shall  be  3.2  per  cent.  It  also  provides  that  the  standard  for  total  solids  in  milk 
shall  be  I2"per  cent.  The  State  law  provides  that  the  standard  for  butter  fats  in  milk  shall  be  3  per  cent,  and  total  solids 
not  fats  8.5  per  cent.  Both  the  City  ordinance  and  the  State  law  provide  that  no  foreign  substance  shall  be  added  to  milk  nor 
any  of  its  constituent  parts  removed. 

Forty-five  milk  dealers  doing  business  in,  or  furnishing  milk  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  represented 
by  the  61  illegal  samples  of  milk  collected  and  analyzed  during  April  and  May,  1907.  Of  these.  12  have  been  arrested  and 
9  have  been  fined,  aggregating  $90. 

In  general,  the  methods  recommended  by  the  Association  of  Official  Agricultural  Chemists  are  employed  m  the 
analysis  of  the  milk  samples.    All  samples  are  examined  for  preservatives  and  artificial  colors.    The  Eats  are  determined 
by  the  Babcock  process.    Total  solids  are  determined  in  as  many  of  the  samples  as  the  limited  facilities  of  the  lal 
will  allow.    It  is  to  be  noted  that  the  most  prevalent  form  of  adulteration  is  the  addition  of  water  to  the  milk.    Added  water 
is  detected  by  measurement  of  the  refractive  index  of  the  milk  serum,  employing  the  Z.eiss  Immersion  Refractometer.
